Nightclub fire kills 233 in 
Brazil college town 


SANTA MARIA, Brazil (AFP) 
- At least 233 people died early 
yesterday when a fire tore 
through a nightclub packed 
with university students in the 
southern Brazilian city of Santa 
Maria, police said. The death 
toll is expected to rise. 

Shocked survivors de¬ 


scribed a frantic rush to the 
exits as flames swept through 
the crowded club in the univer¬ 
sity town, with scores of young 
people getting trampled and 
passing out from smoke in¬ 
halation.

Just before the final weeks of parades, 
elections and parties take place, a quietly humor¬ 
ous but beloved ritual is conducted on a Sunday 
morning. Aruba’s Prime Minister meets with the 
Prins and Panchos (Princes and Jesters) in all 
three age categories, to officially hand over “the 
keys to the island” and their official rule. 

This year, for the first time, the ceremony 
was conducted in front of the government of¬ 
fices in San Nicolas, rather than Oranjestad, 
while the town prepared for their Children’s 
Grand Parade.

Colombia warns FARC 
against kidnapping 


BOGOTA (AFP) - Colombia 
yesterday warned FARC rebels 
that fresh kidnappings could 
undermine peace talks, after 
two policemen were seized in 
an attack blamed on the leftist 
guerrillas. 

"The practice of kidnapping 
cannot continue, especially 
when representatives of the 
FARC guerrilla group are in 
peace talks,” Vice President 
Angelino Garzon said, de¬ 
manding that the militants 
keep the police officers alive. 

Garzon has temporarily as¬ 
sumed the top post while Pre¬ 
sident Juan Manuel Santos is 
in Santiago for a summit of 
European and Latin American 
leaders. 

The two police officers 
were abducted in southwestern 
Colombia on Friday, six days 
after the rebels ended a two- 
month unilateral ceasefire de¬ 
clared at the outset of the talks. 

Regional police comman¬ 
der Nelson Ramirez said Sa¬ 
turday that the FARC was 


behind the seizure of the two 
officers, who were working on 
investigations in the towns of 
Pradera and Palmira. 

The Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia (FARC) 
was set up in 1964 as an agra¬ 
rian movement determined to 
redistribute land to the poor 
and has since become Latin 
America's longest-running in¬ 
surgency. 

For decades, the FARC has 
financed its insurgency 
through taxation of the illegal 
drug trade, kidnappings and 
extortion. But in February 
2012, the group renounced the 
practice of kidnapping for ran¬ 
som, and since November has 
been in talks with the govern¬ 
ment aimed at ending their 
long-running conflict. 

The government estimates 
that 600,000 people have been 
killed by armed groups and the 
security forces during the con¬ 
flict, and some 3.7 million 
Colombians have been dis¬ 
placed.

Another 131 people were in¬ 
jured, and the death toll from 
the inferno had climbed ra¬ 
pidly as firefighters pulled 
bodies from the charred re¬ 
mains of the "Kiss” club, be¬ 
lieved to have been packed 
with hundreds of revelers. 

The tragedy appeared to be 
the deadliest such blaze in 
more than a decade, since a 
fire at a shopping center and 
discotheque in the central Chi¬ 
nese city of Luoyang killed 
more than 300 people in 2000. 

Reports said the fire broke 
out after 2:00 am when the 
nightclub was hosting a uni¬

versity party featuring a rock 
band using pyrotechnics, but 
authorities have yet to offer an 
official explanation. 

Survivor Michelle Pereira 
said the blaze broke out when 
a band member lifted a fire¬ 
work into the air, setting the 
ceiling on fire. The flames 
quickly engulfed the entire 
room. 

"Everyone was pushing and 
shoving... The fire started out 
small, but in a matter of se¬ 
conds it exploded,” Taynne 
Vendruscolo, another survivor, 
told reporters. "Those who 
were close to the stage could 
not get out.” 

Bortolotto Mattheus, a 
young dentist, said metal bar¬ 
riers set up at the entrances to 
organize lines had blocked the 
exits. 

The discotheque's fire per¬ 
mit had expired in August 
2011, the local press reported, 
citing Moses Fuchs da Silva, 


head of the state fire depart¬ 
ment. 

Santa Maria fire chief 
Guido de Melo said the fire 
caused widespread panic, and 
that many revelers were tram¬ 
pled or died from smoke in¬ 


halation. 

Military police commander 
Rois Tavares confirmed the 
new toll of dead and injured, 
after officials had earlier put 
the death toll higher, at 245 
people. He said the dead in¬ 
cluded 120 men and 112 
women, most of whom had 
died of asphyxiation, and that 
all bodies had been removed 
from the wreckage. 

The town is home to the 
Federal University of Santa 
Maria. 

Brazilian President Dilma 
Rousseff cut short a visit to 
Chile, where she was attending 
a European and Latin Ameri¬ 
can summit, to head to Santa 
Maria and oversee the re¬ 
sponse to the tragedy.

Police empty Venezuela 
riot prison after 61 killed 



Assad's chances of survival 
'shrinking by the day': 
Medvedev 


BARQUISIMETO (AFP) - 
Security forces on Sunday re¬ 
gained full control over a 
prison in northwestern 
Venezuela and evacuated in¬ 
mates after a riot left 61 dead 
and twice as many wounded, 
officials said. 

Prisons Minister Iris Varela 
said the final prisoners left qui¬ 
etly "without any resistance," 
posting to the social network 
Tweet a photo of several in¬ 
mates with military officials. 

The minister had admitted 
to reporters Saturday that the 
government "was not in con¬ 
trol of all of the area of the 
Uribana penitentiary" in Lara 
state, a day after clashes 
erupted between prison gangs 
and guards. 

She said the rioters and 
other inmates were being 
moved to other prisons around 
the country. 

Meanwhile, relatives of in¬ 
mates missing after the deadly 
violence were desperately 
seeking news of their loved 
ones. 

Most of the 61 killed at the 
Uribana facility on Friday 
were shot by assault weapons. 
Antonio Maria Pineda Hospi¬ 
tal director Ruy Medina said in 
an updated toll that another 
120 people were wounded. 

The toll was expected to 
climb as more information 
emerged about the battle to re¬ 
cover control of the peniten¬ 
tiary. Officials said it was 


"very probable" that the final 
results of the operation would 
be announced Sunday or Mon¬ 
day. 

National Guard troops ear¬ 
lier surrounded the Uribana 
prison as inmates in bloody 
clothes were taken out of the 
building and as distraught rel¬ 
atives waited for news behind 
the barriers. 

Dozens more lined up wait¬ 
ing for death certificates. 

Vice President Nicolas 
Maduro, just back in the coun¬ 
try after visiting ailing Presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez in Cuba, 
called the riot "regrettable" and 
"tragic," and said an investiga¬ 
tion had been launched. 

The Uribana prison is be¬ 
lieved to hold about 2,500 in¬ 
mates. 

Venezuela is notorious for 
the poor state of its prisons, 
which suffer from some of the 
most staggeringly high levels 
of overcrowding in Latin 
America. 

Originally built to house 
14,000 inmates, the country's 
prisons now hold almost 
50,000 people, often with low 
sanitary standards and high 
levels of violence. 

In August 2012, at least 25 
people were killed and 43 
wounded during a clash be¬ 
tween rival gangs in Yare I 
prison near Caracas. In June 
2011, dozens died in a riot that 
erupted at El Rodeo prison. 


European, 

Latin American 
leaders close 
trade summit 

SANTIAGO (AFP) - Euro¬ 
pean and Latin American 
leaders wrapped up a two- 
day summit here Sunday, 
pledging to reinvigorate their 
"strategic partnership" for 
expanded free trade while 
shunning protectionism. 

But the high-profile meet¬ 
ing attended by some 60 
countries from both conti¬ 
nents was overshadowed by 
a nightclub fire in Brazil and 
forced President Dilma 
Rousseff to cut short her 
visit. 

Hours later, the summit of 
the 27-member European 
Union and the Community of 
Latin American and 
Caribbean States (CELAC) 
closed, with participants ob¬ 
serving a moment of silence 
for the victims of the Brazil¬ 
ian fire. 

"Our discussions have 
given new energy and mo¬ 
mentum to our strategic part¬ 
nership," European Council 
President Herman van 
Rompuy said in his closing 
remarks. 

Today, the 33 CELAC 
leaders will hold their own 
summit here, at which Cuba 
will take over the chairman¬ 
ship from Chile for one year. 

They plan to discuss how 
to overcome ideological and 
economic differences to fos¬ 
ter greater regional integra¬ 
tion. 



MOSCOW (AFP) - President 
Bashar al-Assad's chances of 
political survival are shrinking 
by the day, Russian Prime Min¬ 
ister Dmitri Medvedev charged 
on Sunday, accusing the embat¬ 
tled Syrian leader of making a 
possibly fatal error in delaying 
reforms. 

"He should have acted much 
more quickly and reached out to 
the peaceful opposition which 
was ready to sit at the negotiat¬ 
ing table with him," Russian 
news agencies quoted 
Medvedev as saying. 

"It's a grave error on his part, 
perhaps fatal," he said in an un¬ 
usually harsh statement about 
Assad by Syria's traditional ally 
Moscow. 

He reiterated Russia's position 
that only the Syrian people can 
decide the fate of Assad, whose 
departure the West has long 
called for in the face of the near 
two-year long conflict in Syria. 

"I repeat once again: It is for 
the Syrian people to decide. Not 
Russia or the United States or 
any other country." 

Moscow has long opposed 
any foreign intervention in the 
brutal conflict that the United 
Nations says has killed at least 
60,000 people since March 
2011, and along with China has 
blocked UN resolutions aimed 


at resolving the crisis. 

Nevertheless, Russia has 
tried on several occasions to 
dissuade Assad from pursuing 
the conflict, Medvedev said. 

When asked if Russia had an 
interest in removing Assad to 
preserve its own borders from 
trouble, Medvedev replied: "We 
never said that our goal was to 
preserve the current political 
regime, or making sure that 
President Assad stays in 
power." 

Russia was not "an exclusive 
ally of Syria or President 
Assad," he said. 

"We had good relations with 
his father and him, but he had 
much closer allies among the 
European states." 

Now, he said, both the gov¬ 
ernment and the opposition had 
a responsibility to instigate dia¬ 
logue to end the war. 

As Syria's only powerful 
ally, Russia has used its veto at 
the UN Security Council to 
block resolutions demanding 
that Assad step down and in¬ 
stead consistently pushed for 
reconciliation. 

Syria's deputy prime minis¬ 
ter Qadri Jamil told Russian 
radio on Saturday that Syria 
was still receiving weapons 
from Russia under contracts 
signed long ago.

French health body probes contraceptive 
linked to deaths 



PARIS (AFP) - French health 
regulator ANSM has launched 
a probe into the drug Diane-35, 
used to treat acne and also as a 
contraceptive, after linking it to 
four deaths over the past 25 
years. 

Produced by the German 
drugmaker Bayer, Diane-35 is 
authorised in 135 countries and 
sold in 116. In 2012, about 
315,000 women in France used 
the drug, ANSM said in a state¬ 
ment Sunday. 

Four deaths due to thrombo¬ 
sis were linked to the use of 
Diane-35, ANSM said, promis¬ 
ing to release a full report on 
the drug and its risks next week. 

Three other deaths reported 
by French newspaper Le Figaro 
on its website as connected to 
the drug were linked to existing 
health conditions, the regulator 
confirmed. 

Diane-35, also sold as Di- 
anette in some countries, is a 
hormone tablet that treats certain 
types of acne for women and is 
also used as a contraceptive. 


A database of information from 
French doctors shows 125 cases 
of thrombosis related to Diane-35 
or other forms of the drug since 
1987, when the drug was first re¬ 
leased onto the market. 

France announced last year 
that so-called third generation 
birth-control pills — newer pills 


that contain variants of the hor¬ 
mone progestin — will no 
longer be reimbursed by the so¬ 
cial security system from 
March. 

Earlier this month, ANSM 
launched a probe into the use of 
newer contraceptive pills on the 
market over fears of blood clots 
after a woman sued Bayer over 
an alleged clot caused by her 
pill. 

One French lawyer told 
French media on Sunday that 
around 100 women had con¬ 
tacted him, intending to sue 
both Bayer and ANSM for not 
raising the alarm sooner. 



WASHINGTON, Federal drug safety advisers (FDA) rec¬ 
ommended new restrictions on a type of widely used nar¬ 
cotic painkiller, amid concern that the drug is fueling a 
surge in addiction and overdose deaths. The FDA rec¬ 
ommend that products containing hydrocodone—a cat¬ 
egory that includes Vicodin--should be reclassified as 
Schedule II controlled substances, along with other nar¬ 
cotic painkillers such as oxycodone.

RIM seeks to regain 
glory with BlackBerry 
10 launch 



Goggles fool face-recognition cameras 
Japan maker 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Black- 
Berry maker Research in Mo¬ 
tion begins its comeback bid 
Wednesday with a new plat¬ 
form launch in a make-or- 
break move for a firm that is 
rapidly sinking in the smart¬ 
phone market it once domi¬ 
nated. 

The Canada-based com¬ 
pany unveils its BlackBerry 10 
operating system and handsets 
in what some see as its last, 
best chance to remain a major 
player in an already competi¬ 
tive sector that is nevertheless 
attracting new entrants. 

RIM boomed as the maker 
of "crackberries," a nickname 
stemming from the addiction 
the phones engendered, but it 
risks becoming a footnote in a 
market led by Apple's iPhone 
and rivals who use Google's 
Android operating system. 

RIM, whose stock is at 
about one-eighth of its valua¬ 
tion in 2008, said it plans to 
"significantly" increase its 
marketing budget for the 
BlackBerry 10 launch, and 
there will be events in New 
York and five other global 
cities. 

The company website home 
page depicts a sleek black de¬ 
vice against a black back¬ 
ground, alongside the words: 


"The Blackberry Experience. 
Re-designed. Re-engineered. 
Re-invented." 

RIM is touting the system 
as a big change in smartphone 
technology. 

More than 150 carriers 
worldwide have been testing 
the new platform, and RIM has 
given more than 8,000 proto¬ 
types to application develop¬ 
ers. 

BlackBerry 10 devices will 
be offered in an all-touchscreen 
version as well as in a model 
that keeps a physical keyboard. 

RIM says the system will 
break new ground by creating 
a user space that allows cus¬ 
tomers to flip between applica¬ 
tions seamlessly and without 
first passing through a home 
page, to boost efficiency and 
multitasking. 

This feature has caused real 
"excitement" as RIM has met 
with carriers around the world, 
RIM chief executive Thorsten 
Heins told analysts on a Decem¬ 
ber earnings conference call. 

Another key asset of Black¬ 
Berry 10 is what RIM dubbed 
the "BlackBerry balance," a 
system that allows users to sep¬ 
arate professional communica¬ 
tions and applications from 
music, photographs and other 
personal items.

"Measures for preventing 
the invasion of privacy 
caused by photographs taken 
in secret... are now required," 
said Isao Echizen of Tokyo's 
National Institute of Infor¬ 
matics. 


The goggles, which are 
made of clear plastic, have 
lines of lights that emit near 
infra-red rays. Echizen says 
this is enough to throw soft¬ 
ware off the scent, rendering 
a face invisible to a computer. 

However, the large plastic 
structures, complete with 
glowing lights and a sizeable 
power pack, may make the 
wearer somewhat conspicu¬ 
ous to the naked eye. 

But, says Echizen, he be¬ 
lieves they are an improve¬ 
ment on previous attempts at 
privacy shields — or the less 
innovative sunglasses and 
baseball hat approach — that 
created a barrier between 
people by obscuring their 
faces. 

Last year, the European 
Union ordered Facebook to 
remove a facial recognition 
service after complaints from 
users about data protection.

Anger mounts over 
corruption in 
recession-hit Spain

MADRID (AFP) - Anger over a 
long list of corruption scandals 
implicating bankers, politicians 
and even members of the royal 
family is on the rise in recession- 
hit Spain, putting the spotlight 
on the failure of the country's 
democracy to tackle the issue. 

At demonstrations against 
government austerity measures, 
chants against alleged shady 
deals by Spain's elite are as com¬ 
mon as those venting anger at 
tax hikes and spending cuts to 
social services and public work¬ 
ers' pay. 

Around 200-300 elected of¬ 
ficials out of more than 50,000 
in the country are currently im¬ 
plicated in corruption cases in 
regions governed both by both 
the left and the right, said the 
head of the Spanish branch of 
anti-corruption watchdog Trans¬ 
parency International, Jesus Liz- 
cano. 

"While small, it is a signifi¬ 
cant percentage and is a bit 
alarming and calls for an urgent 
response on the part of political 
parties," he said. 

With taxpayers reeling under 
austerity measures and a record 
unemployment rate of 26 per¬ 
cent, many feel that "the politi¬ 
cal class is not able to resolve the 
economic crisis, that it is useless, 
and that they protect each other", 
said University of Santiago de 
Compostela political science 
professor Anton Losada. 


SATURDAY’S

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The latest corruption scandal 
to make headlines involves 
Prime Minister Mariano Rajoy's 
centre-right Popular Party, 
whose popularity has plunged 
since it won a November 2011 
election in a landslide. 

Daily newspaper El Mundo 
reported on January 18 that for¬ 
mer Popular Party treasurer Luis 
Barcenas distributed envelopes 
containing thousands of euros to 
party officials on top of their de¬ 
clared salaries. 

It said the money came from 
commissions collected from 
construction firms, insurance 
companies and anonymous 
donors. 

Top Popular Party officials 
have strongly denied any in¬ 
volvement in the affair and have 
kept their distance from Barce¬ 
nas, who reportedly had up to 22 
million euros ($29 million) in 
Swiss bank accounts until 2009. 

Corruption scandals have 
even hurt the popularity of King 
Juan Carlos after one implicated 
a member of his family. 

His son-in-law Inaki Urdan- 
garin was accused last year of 
embezzling public money paid 
by regional governments to a 
charitable organisation based in 
Mallorca which he chaired from 
2004 to 2006. 

Three in four Spaniards think 
political corruption is rising in the 
country and that politicians get 
better treatment in the courts than 
regular citizens, according to a 
poll published in conservative 
newspaper ABC on January 20. 

Popular anger was fuelled 
this month when Spanish tele¬ 
com giant Telefonica hired Ro¬ 
drigo Rato, a former head of the 
International Monetary Fund, as 
an advisor just weeks after he 
appeared in court in a fraud case 
involving bailout-out bank 
Bankia, which he once headed. 

Lizcano has little faith that 
the government will follow 
through on its vow to step up the 
fight against corruption.

Vietnam signs $9-billion oil 
refinery deal 


Iraq inks oil 
exploration 
deal with 
Kuwait 
Energy 

BAGHDAD (AFP) - Iraqi 
energy officials on Sunday 
signed an oil exploration 
deal with a Kuwait-led 
group, finalising a deal that 
was altered to expel a Turk¬ 
ish firm amid worsening 
ties with Ankara. 

A contract was inked 
with Kuwait Energy and 
Dragon Oil of the United 
Arab Emirates to explore a 
900-square-kilometre (350- 
square-mile) block thought 
to contain oil in south Iraq, 
near the country's border 
with Iran. 

The contract was signed 
by Abdul Mehdi al-Amidi, 
the Iraqi oil ministry's head 
of contracts and licensing, a 
representative of the state- 
owned South Oil Company, 
Hussein al-Mosawy of 
Kuwait Energy and Mark 
Sawyer of Dragon Oil, ac¬ 
cording to an AFP journalist 
present. 

Kuwait Energy has a 70 
percent stake in the project, 
with Dragon Oil holding the 
remainder. The companies 
have agreed to be paid a 
service fee of $6.24 per bar¬ 
rel of oil equivalent eventu¬ 
ally extracted. 

It is one of several agree¬ 
ments between Baghdad 
and foreign energy firms to 
boost oil output and explore 
for new deposits of energy 
as Iraq looks to cement its 
role as a key global supplier. 

The original consortium 
that won the contract had in¬ 
cluded Turkey's TPAO, but 
officials announced in No¬ 
vember that the Turkish 
firm would be expelled due 
to "non-technical issues", 
one of several signs of 
worsening ties between 
Baghdad and Ankara. 

The two countries have 
been at odds over the Syrian 
conflict and Iraq has pub¬ 
licly urged Turkey to hand 
over fugitive Vice President 
Tareq al-Hashemi, who has 
been sentenced to death in 
Baghdad on charges of run¬ 
ning a death squad. 

Iraq has proven reserves 
of 143.1 billion barrels of 
oil and 3.2 trillion cubic me¬ 
tres (111.9 trillion cubic 
feet) of gas, both of which 
are among the largest in the 
world. 


HANOI (AFP) - Vietnam on 
Sunday inked a deal with firms 
from Japan and Kuwait to 
build an oil refinery complex 
worth nearly $9 billion as part 
of efforts to meet its growing 
energy needs. 

The Nghi Son refinery, 
which is due to start operating 
by 2017 in Thanh Hoa 
province, about 200 kilometres 
(125 miles) south of Hanoi, 
will turn Kuwaiti oil into 
petrol and other petroleum 
products. 

It will be able to process 10 
million tonnes of crude oil a 
year, the government said. 

State-owned PetroVietnam 
will own a 25.1-percent stake 
in the joint venture while 
Japan's Idemitsu Kosan and 
Kuwait Petroleum Interna¬ 
tional will each hold 35.1 per¬ 
cent. Mitsui Chemicals of 
Japan will own the remaining 
4.7 percent. 

Speaking at the signing cer¬ 
emony, Vietnamese Prime 
Minister Nguyen Tan Dung 
hailed the project as "very im¬ 
portant" for the communist 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - India's 
central bank is expected to cut 
interest rates this week for the 
first time in nine months in re¬ 
sponse to the government's re¬ 
cent economic reform spree 
and slowing inflation, econo¬ 
mists say. 

With inflation at a three-year 
low and a flurry of new meas¬ 
ures to ease investment rules, 
now is seen as the right time for 
the bank to focus on pulling the 
economy out of its worst 
growth slump in a decade. 

Policymakers are "clearly 
teed up for rate cuts," banking 
on a farther easing of inflation 
in coming quarters, lower gov¬ 
ernment borrowing and more 
pro-market reforms, HSBC 
economist Leif Eskesen said. 

However, those hoping the 
Reserve Bank of India will an¬ 
nounce a big cut following its 
policy-setting meeting on Tues¬ 
day are likely to be disap¬ 
pointed. 

Any reduction would be 
welcomed by Prime Minister 


country's economic and social 
development, according to a 
government statement. 

Vietnam has offshore oil re¬ 
serves but still spends several 
billion dollars each year to im¬ 
port petroleum products to 
feed its growing economy. 

A ground-breaking cere¬ 
mony for the Nghi Son refin¬ 
ery was held in May 2008 but 
the project has suffered a num¬ 
ber of delays. 

It is still unclear when con¬ 
struction will start, an official 
from Petro Vietnam told AFP, 
asking not to be named. 

The country's first refinery 
Dung Quat — which cost 
around $2.5 billion and has a 
capacity of 6.5 million tonnes 
of crude a year — opened in 
central Vietnam in 2009 after 
lengthy delays. 

Petro Vietnam has said that 
it hopes the two refineries 
would satisfy 65 percent of the 
nation's oil and gas needs. It is 
also preparing for a third refin¬ 
ery project in southern Ba Ria- 
Vung Tau province. 


Manmohan Singh's scandal- 
scarred Congress party govern¬ 
ment, which is anxious to 
revive growth before facing 
voters in general elections due 
in the first half of next year. 

Indian shares have been 
nosing higher to trade at around 
two-year highs in the past week 
on hopes of lower rates.

stressed it was not a documen¬ 
tary. 

Wozniak said the movie 
"jOBS — which opened at the 
Sundance Film Festival — 
erred in its depiction of the 
characters as well as the rela¬ 
tionships between them — es¬ 
pecially the one between him 
and computer icon Jobs. 

"We never had such interac¬ 
tion and roles," Wozniak, who 
quit Apple in 1987 after 12 
years, told the tech blog Giz- 
modo, after a clip from the 
movie was posted online ahead 
of the evening premier at the 
Sundance Film Festival. 

"I’m not even sure what it’s 
getting at," he said, adding that 
the "personalities are very 
wrong — although mine is 
closer." 

"The ideas of computers af¬ 
fecting society did not come 
from Jobs. They inspired me 
and were widely spoken at the 
Homebrew Computer Club," 
he said, referring to a hobby 
group to which they belonged. 

The film, one of two about 
the Apple founder who died in 
2011, opens in the United 
States in April. The second, 
which has no release date yet, 
is based on the biography pub¬

lished by Walter Isaacson 
shortly after his death. 

Directed by Joshua Michael 
Stern and with "Two and a 
Half Men" star Ashton 
Kutcher in the title role, 
"jOBS" tells the story of his as¬ 
cension from college dropout 
to one of the most revered cre¬ 
ative entrepreneurs of the 20th 
century. 

"Steve came back from 
Oregon and came to a club 
meeting and didn't start talking 
about this great social impact," 
said Wozniak, referring to the 
period in the 1970s before Sil¬ 
icon Valley took off- 

"His idea was to make a 
$20 PC board and sell it for 
$40 to help people at the club 
build the computer I'd given 
away. Steve came from selling 
surplus parts at HalTed — he 
always saw a way to make a 
quick buck off my designs," 
said the famously geek-casual¬ 
looking Wozniak. 


RAM ALL AH,Palestinian 
Territories (AFP) - In the 
wake of a UN status upgrade 
last year, the Palestinians are 
busy printing State of Pales¬ 
tine letterheads and stamps, 
but they have never been less 
able to pay their bills. 

Last November 29, Pales¬ 
tinian president Mahmud 
Abbas smiled broadly as the 
UN General Assembly took 
the historic vote that up¬ 
graded the Palestinians to 
non-member observer state, 
but the move has had costly 
consequences. 

It was opposed by both the 
United States and Israel, with 
the latter opting to suspend its 
monthly transfers of tax and 
tariff revenue collected for 
the Palestinian Authority 
(PA) in the wake of the deci¬ 
sion. 

That has plunged the PA's 


finances — shaky at the best 
of times — into chaos, forcing 
prime minister Salam Fayyad 
to beg Arab nations to make 
up the shortfall by activating 
a "safety net" worth $100 
million a month. 

The money was intended 
to ensure the PA could con¬ 
tinue to pay its thousands of 
employees' salaries, which 
make up a large part of the 
$240 million a month the 
government needs to stay on 
top of its obligations. 

But the promised money 
has not been forthcoming. 
Last week, Saudi Arabia an¬ 
nounced it would chip in 
$100 million (75 million 
euros) in a one-time dona¬ 
tion, but other Arab countries 
have not come forward. 

The situation has created 
tension on the ground. PA 
employees are still owed half 


their November salaries and 
all of their December pay. 

On January 13, the Arab 
League announced it would 
dispatch a delegation headed 
by its secretary general Nabil 
al-Arabi and accompanied by 
Fayyad to try to drum up 
more of the promised "safety 
net" from Arab donors. 

"When the Palestine Lib¬ 
eration Organisation an¬ 
nounced that it would go 
ahead with seeking observer 
state status, the battle intensi¬ 
fied with the United States 
and Arab donor aid to the PA 
declined," political analyst 
Abdelmajid Suleim said. 

"The only explanation for 
the financial crisis is that the 
Palestinian people and its 
leaders are paying the price 
for disobedience to Washing¬ 
ton," he added. 

Economist Nasser Abdel 
Karim lays some of the 
blame on the Palestinian 
leadership, pointing out that 
financial sanctions from Is¬ 
rael and Washington had 
been expected after the UN 
bid. 

"The Palestinian govern¬ 
ment expected economic dif¬ 
ficulties due to the decision to 
go to the UN, but it did noth¬ 
ing to prepare," he told AFP. 

Despite the budgetary 
blues, Abbas this month gave 
orders for work to begin on 


new passports, ID cards and 
driving licences reading 
"State of Palestine." 

Deputy interior minister 
Hassan Alawi said that there 
were practical barriers to put¬ 
ting such orders into practice. 

"We're still under occupa¬ 
tion," he said. "We have the 
ability to deliver a Palestinian 
passport, but the Israeli side 
will not accept their use." 

The PA is also taking the 
battle to its foreign represen¬ 
tations, with foreign minister 
Riad al-Malki telling AFP 
that all official correspon¬ 
dence will now carry a "State 
of Palestine" letterhead. 

And telecommunications 
minister Safaa Nasreddine 
announced the launching of 
the first "State of Palestine" 
stamp, which will be distrib¬ 
uted to Palestinian embassies 
and representative offices. 

In a statement, Nasreddine 
predicted "a long battle with 
the Israeli side to translate 
into reality Palestine's up¬ 
grade to the rank of state at 
the UN." 

The first State of Palestine 
stamps will be printed in 
Bahrain, but similar ones for 
local use are not expected in 
the short term, the minister 
said. 

"Israeli permission is un¬ 
fortunately necessary, before 
and after their printing," she 
said.

Issam El Adoua and substi¬ 
tute Abdelilah Hafidi put the 
Atlas Lions ahead early in the 
first half and late in the second 
at a packed Moses Mabhida 
Stadium in Durban, but May 
Mahlangu and Siyabonga 
Sangweni scored to salvage a 
point. 

"We feel very, very proud to 
have achieved our first objec¬ 
tive. I must thank the players 
and the fans," said South Africa 
coach Gordon Igesund, who 
had only five months and seven 
matches to prepare for this 
tournament. 

Rival coach Rachid Taoussi 


said: "I am very disappointed 
with the result, but we fought 
with dignity and honour. I am 
satisfied as we did not lose a 
game and the tournament was 
a positve one for me." 

Cape Verde, who eliminated 
four-time champions 

Cameroon en route to a first ap¬ 
pearance at the African football 
showcase, beat Angola 2-1 at 
Nelson Mandela Bay Stadium 
in Port Elizabeth to continue a 
fairy-tale run.

slot past Ulreich after getting to 
the ball just ahead of his marker 
Serdar Tasci on 72 minutes. 

Stuttgart had Martin Hamik 
sent off for the last 10 minutes 
after frustration got the better of 
the Austria star who clattered 
into Franck Ribery's ankle after 
the ball had gone and he was 
shown a second yellow. 

Earlier, Hamburg won the 
north German Bundesliga 
derby with a 3-2 victory at 
home as Werder Bremen fin¬ 
ished with nine men. South 
Korea striker Son Heung-Min 
scored a great goal for the hosts. 

Werder were reduced to nine 
men after both captain Clemens 
Fritz and Austria bad-boy 
striker Marko Amautovic were 
shown second yellow cards. 

F ourth-placed Eintracht 
Frankfurt stayed in the chasing 
pack with a 2-1 home win over 
Hoffenheim, who dropped to 
second from bottom. 

With speculation rife over 
whether Germany midfielder 
Lewis Holtby will join Totten¬ 
ham Hotspur before January's 
transfer window closes, his 
Schalke 04 side were held to a 
goalless draw at relegation-can- 
didates Augsburg. 

Holtby, whose contract ends 
in June, will join Spurs for next 
season and, although the North 
London club want to sign him 
sooner, Schalke have rejected 
all their offers for the 22-year- 
old so far.
